Y the Letters from Dublin of the ꝛꝶth paſt, which came in this Morning 
we have an account, That an Expreſs arrived there the day beto.c 
from the Camp, and brought the good News; That the General, the 
Duke of Firremberg, and Lieutenant General Scravenmore, having paſ- 
Ted che Shannon on the 22d very early in the Morning, with all the Horſe, ex- 
cept Colonel Coys Regiment and 50 out of each Regiment of Dragoons) and iv 
Regiments of Foot, taking with him 14 pieces of Cannon, and 7 days Froviſton, 
the reſt of the Army remaining uuder the Command of Major-Generals Mackay 
and Ta/maſh, tor the ſecurity of our Works on the other ſide, About 12 at 
Noon ai our Troops drew up before the Town on Clare ſide, the Enemy playing 
upon them all the while from the Caſtle and ſeveral Towers both with great and 
ſmall ſhot, but with little Execution. About 5 the General ordered a detache- 
ment to attack the Fort near Thomond Bridge, and tho? two great Detachements 
{allied our of the Town to ſupport thoſe that defended it, we carried it, and 
purſued the Enemy over the Bridge to the Town, and were ſo near that they © | 
were forced to draw up the Bridge for fear we ſhould have entred with them, 
by which means they left agreat many of their men Expoſed, of whom we kill'd 
. 705, andtook 200, among which was Colonel Sk-ltox, two Lieutenant-Colonels, 
3 Majors, 5 Captains, and about 15 other inferior Officers; we took allo 3 
pieces of Cannon and 5 Colours. Soon aſter we polted our ſelves in all the Ene- 
mies Forts and Retrenchments on that fide the & ater: we loſt not one Ofkcer 
of Note, and about 50 private Soldiers. The 2 ;th, Colonel Corber came over to 
us from the Enemy, and propoſed to the General the bringing over Tyreounel's 
and Galway's Regiments of Horſe, and out of them to make one good Regiment 
to ſerve Their Majeſties in Flanders, On the 24th about 4 in the Afternoon 
the Enemy hung out a White Flag, and beat a Parley all round the Town, de- 
ſiring to Capitulate ; and thereupon a Freaty was ſet on foot, and Hoſtages 
exchanged. Thoſe from the Enemy are the Lords Weſtmeath, Tveagh, Trimble- 
town, and Lowth, and from us the Lord Cutts, Sir David Collier, Colonel Tiffany 
and Colonel Pipar. Our men who were Priſoners in the Town were alteady ſet 
at Liberty, and a like number of theirs would be ſent them in Exchange. The 
Enemy have about 1500 Horſe who were not in the Town, but Szrsfield deſired 
they might be included in the Capitulation, which ſeems to be carried on with- 
out the Conſent of the French Governor, againſt whom, and all the other Offi- 
cers of that Nation the Iriſh are highly incenſed for ſhutting the Gate upon their 
men, and ſuffering them to be deſtroy'd as they were. *

The Letters from Briſtol of the 3d of Odober, juſt now come in, ſay, that 

a Veſſel was newly arrived there, who came from i aterford on Wednetday the 
zoth paſt, the Maſter whereof gives an Account, that two Exprelles came in 
there that Morning to the Governor of Dancannon-Fort, with an account of the 
Surtender of Limerick, the Gariſon marching out, and our Troops matching in- 
to the Place on Sanday the 2th of September. And as the Maſter terms it, the 
Gariſon marched out almoſt Nakgd, and without Arms. 
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
